There is one of the greatest romances of civilisation in the story 
of the very reai friendship existing between Britdin and France.

‘the .growing threat ,of Germany, and rightly interpreting the 
significance of her military and naval programmes, France and 
England became bound together by an Alliance that dictated 
Britain's course of action when Germany launched forth the fiat 
of war. Abd side by side, sharing sacrifices unprecedentedly 
collosal, these two-nations with their Aliies have emerged victorious

Theplea madeby “Enharmonic” 
in our issue of Thursday last for 
the formation of a Male Vaice 
Choir in Hongkong is-one that 
bas everything to commend it. 
Th_recent years, choirs of this 
kind have become increasingly 
popular at Home, -- though 
the war naturally interfered 
with their work and in 
many instances caused the break. 
up of organisations of this 
kind. We see, however, from 
Papers to hand that the activities 
of these choirs are being resum- 
ed.

sequences are more seriaus to per- jj, 


sonal character and to family life) 
than is ever anticipated by those 
who incur them, though often they 
are not perceived until it is too 
late to repair the damage. Kus- 
kin says somewhere that be made 
is a rule, however short might be 


“his stay in any one place, to con- 


duct himself as though. be were 
going to be there always; to re- 
frain from no kind act, to omit 
no duty, neglect no. opportunity, 
though his sojourn were but tem- 
porary. It is. a wholesome rule, 
and it would have been well for 
many in this place had they made 
it their rule in church matters. 
The point of fairness to the 
Churches themselves 1 co not 
care to labour, yet can hardly 
quite overlook it. People come to 


‘Ithese colonial settlements and ex-. 


pect to find Churches here, main- 
taining worship and sacraments, 
ready at call to meet their needs 
as occasion arises. They would 
think it strange were-there ‘no 
Churches available, yet if all 
were to treat the Churches as 
many do, the ordinances of the 
Gospel would cease out of the 
land. If I may be permitted 
sporting language this is scarcely 
cricket, and having said so much 
for the first time in my seven years 
here I will leave it. -The white 
community in Hongkong would get 
much ‘more out of their Churches 


if they put a little more into them, 
i} —a’ little more loyalty, enthusiasm, 


and I will add, justice. 
However it is much more con- 


1] genial to acknowledge, indeed to 
{{ proclaim, that in this place not a 


little of faithful zea] and sincere 
devotion have been shewn, in 
Christ’s cause. 

In this we here stand in a good 
succession, for there has 
failed a line of devout and earnest 
souls'to whom God’s Kingdom is 
a first consideration and who are 
always eager to extend its sway, 

l have been going through the 


jj records of these part decades, so 


far ag records exist, and find much 
that is touching and not a little in- 
spiring in what they tell of the 
desires and doings of good and 
devoted men before us. 

One entry on August 8th. 1849 
I should like to quote in closing.

The Rev. J. H. Bateson, Secre- 
tary ofthe Royal Navy, Army,and 
Ais Force Board of the Wesle san 
Methodist Church, has given his 

views, on the subject tothe Darly

“My exp:rience is. that the 


" ‘goldier has @ real religion,” he 


said. “Itis proved by the general 
cleanness and high moral charact- 
er of the men, ft is due to this 
that there has been no blot on our 
fing. It is also proved by the 
unselfishness, kindness, and bro- 
therlintess of the men, revealing 
this the true spirit of Christ. I 
would.go farther, and claim these 
Christian qualities as the direct 

- harvest of the years of Church 
work, not only among these men, 

but among their mothers and 
fathers.and among the genera- 
tions that are gone. 

“ Already there is an organisa- 
tion at work for keeping in touch 
with the discharged soldier. ‘One 

of the last people the demobilised
